Research, Education and Good 
Laws on Marriage Are 
Necessary. 

The most succcBsfut anii most 
largely allcndcd meeting in the his- 
tory of the Philogophlcnl Society of 
McUilJ took place on Saturday even- 
ing at Slrathcona Hall. Professor 
R. M. Yorkes has a name of national 
slgnitlcance In the realm of applied 
psychology, and more particularly in 
lliat branch of it Itnown as Kiigcnics. 

Students of McUill and the public 
of Montreal showed their apprecia- 
tion of tho work of Professor Yorkes 
by crowding Strallicona Uall to hear 
him speak and by paying the most 
coiicontrated allentlon to his words. 
I'enclls and notebooks were cvcry- 
wbero In evidence, and It was clear 
that the aiidience reali7,i!d that it was 
listening lo an aiilUority whoso 
statements were decisive. A large 
lontingent from the U.V.i'. added a 
touch of gayely lo the sombre garb 
of the philosophers. 

Mr. II. P. llovcy, B.A., president of 
the Society, Introduced the speaker 
briefly, and spoke of how the So- 
ciety had enlarged its scope, so as to 
nbtalM the mo.st prominent speakeri" 
on philosophic and scientific subjects, 
and had arranged to hold numerous 
meetings opened (o students gener- 
ally. 

Professor Ycrkea catered imme- 
diately Into his subject. First ho 
touched in a ino.«t interesiiiiB man- 
ner on the history of the subject, re 
fcrriiis to Ktigenics as disiinclly our 
subject— a Uritlsh subject — for the 
movement was Initiated by Sir Fran- 
els Galton. 

Gallon was a jiroplicl who saw his 
own ideals realized, .said Dr. Yorlies, 
for in every progressive nation the 
movcmeat was widespread. 

.MENTAL DlSKiASES. 
Mental aiseaaes, such as poverty, 
crime and vice, the noted psycbolO' 
glat Insisted upon as hcrcditaiy. lie 
touched on syphilis as tho most iin 
portant cause of menial disease, 
-■'MIc alcoholism and tUo use of 
drugs tire also enormous influences. 

Itcstri<:t'.vr measures are bclnf? 
i.i:;i-ii In 'Jiniinlsh the number -«r un 
il iirnblo 'udivlduai.4 >n sjciety. As to 
.!• -.'Miul'zatton, Voikes runs 
tioi'.ed the right of society to influt 
It. Sesregatlon lia.s bcoii practiced, 
but I ts hceii found not entirely prac- 
ticabl. . Tho regulation of murriaRc 
was part of the constitution of many 
state.i oil the other side of the line 
but the laws were often found inef' 
fectivi; bccaiisy the people did not bC' 
lleve In their observance. 

So Dr, Yerkcs foil back on educa- 
llou as the most influential method 
of enforcing tho proper regulation of 
marriage, lie laid emphasis on ttic 
constructive work of research in the 
laboratories and the settlements, of 
education In the churches and the 
schools and newspapers, and Anally 
tho necessary preventive laws. In 
conclusion, ho stated that tho 
achievements of the lOugonisls were 
numerous, and he himself, as a Vm- 
genist, was optimistic. 

At the renueat of the president 
Professor (.'aldwell addressed the 
meeting after Professor Ycrkea had 
concluded. Ho mentioned that his 
opinions had been modified by listen- 
ing to the comprehensive treatment 
of the subject by the lecturer, though 
ho emphasized caution. It was his 
opinion that although the subject 
was one of great Importance, it rest- 
ed on too broad a basis to be com- 
pletely unified. In conclusion, he 
characterized tho address as "emin- 
ently Instructive and a maaierplece." 
■ Miss Derrick, professor of botany, 
expressed her drilghl with tho treat- 
ment of the subject, mentlonlns that 
the lectnrer'a point of view was 
largely identical with her own. lier 
remarks were replete with anecdotes 
Illustrative of the horror of the gen- 
eral public and of even some profes- 
sional men in regard to matters of 
sex, 

Mr. Booth spoke from a student's 

view-point, modestly classing him- 
self among the "hoi-pollol," and ex- 
pressing bis thirst for knowledge In- 
stead of mere opinions. 
- A vote of thanks was moved and 
heartily endorsed, and the meeting 
broke up.

Mr. L'ddy wa.s Introihiciil hy .Mr 
< 'oinniDii. He aimke from llic te\l. "I 
am nut atihained of the lioKjiel of 
Christ, for It Is a power ol Oort unto 
salvation for eveiyone that belleveth." 

It wn.s this note, thai .Mr. Kddy 
sounded ihrouKhoiil tho .iddre.s.s. He 
told of conditions in Asia wheire lie. 
has been working for the past six-j 
tei-ii years. 

The .Mltualion in ln<|la if^ iinpariillel- 
ed In the history oi lli.il ^'I■(■at coun- 
try. One of .Mr. IMdy'.s fellow-workers 
wna last year created the llr.^t native 
hishoii In India. Tliis would have been 
tli<iu);hl impoHslble even ten year.s «ko. 
TliousandH of .stiident.s anil tens of 
thousands aniniiK the lower elasseti are! 
evincing ;iii irresl.'ilible ile.sire lo lenrnj 
more of the I'lirlstiaii lallli, and in 
spile of caste and all the hliidiiiK so-i 
rial tradltlon.s. many have accepted' 
I'hrlst as their .Saviour iilthoUBh they 
know thai this means complete social 
ostracl.'îiii. 

.Mr. Kddy had with him a lilltc worn 
niblo with a particularly Interesllni: 
hi.'lory. Years ai;o a little lioy named 
Uce wn.s'.i pupil in one of ih>' iiiis- 
sion schools of Korea. A.s he grew up 
he was not apparently touche<l by 
I'lirlsthinity, but he heard the word 
"Liberty," a new idea in his coimtrv 
of those days. So a.s a yoiinK man 
Rec started u movctncni for the re- 
generation of Korea, and gathered 
about him a few kindred spirits. 

IN GAOI- 
For a while all went well, but Just 
when It urm— 1 «s-|tlMilirh their plans 
wero to succeed, the despotic old. Km- 
iwor turned on ihmi and the whole' 
band were Ihrown Into piL^ion. 

No description of any Western «aoli 
or even dreams of Imagination could! 
portray the horrors of that Korean| 
house of misery. I.yioK there wlth| 
feet iiiul hands in tlie jit,M l;.t, covered i 
With crawling vermin and bathed in; 
(ilthy mud, Uec began to wonder what 
was .to become of his brdoved Korea. 
Then somehow the mission school of 
Ills lioyliodil seemed to rise before him 
and he could hear iiRnin llie mission- 
aries tellinc of their Ooil and the re- 
(iiemliig power of Jesii» Clirlst. The 
image haunted him. 

One by one thnt little band of slal- 
warts were led out to exeeiilioti lîi i 
heard that his own death warranl had 
been slBned. TliinkiiiK ever of his 
country first, hn raised lila eyes and 
offered Ills llrst prayer. "Oh, God," he 
crleil, "save my country! save niy 
soiiii:' It seemed a.i If a new licht 
had broken in upon him. Hope lllled 
Ills breast where an hour before all 
had been despair. He man.iKed to set 
a request for a Korean lllhle to his 
fatlior. II was smuKKled In .ind while 
a Icilow-prlsoner held the liook before 
his eyes. Ken drank in the words of 
Christ. He read and re-read the pre- 
cious p.Tges. As If by inlrnele hl< exe- 
ciilion was stayed. Before Ioiik ilie 
young man had started a little Illlile 
class among the prisoners. 

Inside of a year everyone of that 
little gronp of patriots had become n 
Christian, and the last one Ui he con- 
verted was the Raoler blnnelf. For 
seven lonK years Uee lay in that lilthy 
prison until at last came an oppor- 
tunity for esciipe, and he wllh his few! 
remnlnitig comrades lied to Amerie:i.| 
Ken entered Harvard, where he oli-l 
taiiied his and Liter won his 

Ph.D. Ill Princeton. Meanwhile, the 
hrc he had liKhted in Korea hud spread 
and tho old rcKinic cave place to n 
new one of fredoni. nr. liée returned 
a few years a«ii as nallon.il sliideiit 
secretary of the Voiiim .Min'.^ I'hrls- 
tloii Association. With headqunrlers 
In the wonderful .''eoul yVssnclatlon, his 
Inttilenco has spread up and down the 
country, until now Korea is the most 
nearly Christianized of any Ka.stern 
land.

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STEPS FCmWARD 

Some lime ago the question came up as lo ihe advisability of 
having an interchange of professors between universities, who should 
speak on various topics of universal importance. For a time such an 
interchange took place, the Arts Undergraduate Society taking the 
matter up and inviting Professor Dyde of Queen's to lecture before 
them, a couple of years ago. Others also have come at the invita- 
tion of undergraduate organizations. Some of our own professors 
have visited seats of learning in reiponie lo rcqueaU from our sister 
colleges. 

The president of the Philosophical Society touched again upon 
this point when introducing Dr. Yerkes, of Harvard, on Saturday 
night. He referred to the prevalence of this custom in the States 
and hoped that it would ere long become a recognized feature at 
McGill. 

Such an exchange can have but one result, and that is the 
broadening of the University outlook. It leads to a wider concep- 
tion of the function of the University and serve* to awaken a larger 
and more sympathetic interest in the great and vital problems of the 
day. The advantage that would accrue to a cosmopolitan centre of 
learning such as McGill would be enormous. 

We trust that we can look to the time when this custom, now 
80 in evidence across the border, will have become a recognized in- 
stitution at McGill. , 

NONTECHNICAL 

In another column the Daily publishes the substance of an in- 
terview with Prof. Yerkes about the Sunday afternoon non-techni- 
cal lectures on broad medical subjects at the Harvard School of 
Medicine. They have proved very helpful to the community. 

It is recognized in Sociology and Experimental Psychology 
that Preventive Medicine has a direct bearing on increased effi- 
ciency and .through that, on lowering the cost of living. 

It seems that a consideration of a course of lectures timilar lo 
this would be helpful to McGill and Montreal. . 



LOGIC AND FEEUNG 

Perhaps the first commentary which suggests itself to the stu- 
dent, on the address of Dr. Yerkes last Saturday night, is the con- 
trast between himself and Mr. Sherwood Eddy, who spoke the fol- 
lowing day at the Strathcona Hall. Comparison between men of so 
large repute, and in such public regard, is not invidious. 

Dr. Yt^rkes' argument represented the acme of logical state- 
ment. It was scientific and unemotional. It compelled attention by 
its truth. The earnestness of the speaker, as he himself knew, would 
have done little in convincing the audience if hit arfument had been 
lacking in logical sequence. 

Sherwood Eddy yesterday afternoon made a magnificent ap- 
peal. It sprang from his own conviction, and his own earnestness. 
It was essentially emotional. The heart answered him before the 
head, and the impulse prompted desire. 

Two armies minister to hum an progress. The one is led by 
Reason. This seems of iUelf insufficient.

ENGLISH LITERATURE 



sir Sidney Lee, who has been late- 
ly appointed by the Senate of the 
University of London to a new Chair 
of English Language and Literature, 
delivered his Inaugural lecture at 
Kast London t'ollogo, whore tho pro- 
fessorship l.s tenable. His theme 
was the place of Ënglisb literature 
in the modern university. 

In discussing the practice of com- 
position. Sir Sidney laid down tbe 
aiiom that no one wrote 
good English who had not 
read good Kngllsh with ap- 
preciation and Intelligoncc, Assi- 
milation was a main element in ef- 
fective literary composition. Origin- 
ality usually meant the saying— in a 
more convincing, more ImpresBlvc, 
more beautiful way — of something 
nearly rrsembling what ha birn 
said before. That conclusion applied 
not only to men of mediocre capacity, 
but to men of the bighost genius. 

Shakespeare's work was an cxom- 
pllflcation of It. R. L. Stevenson 
became a writer by "playing the sp- 
dulous apo to llazlitt, to Lamb, to 
Wordsworth, to Sir Thomas Browne, 
to Defoe, to liawtbornc." Students 
should form tho habit of drinking in 
tbe matter and manner of their auth- 
or intuitively, instinctively. Impres- 
sive passages should be road aloud or 
committed to memory. The way In 
which paragraphs were built up 
Jbouid be carefully noted. Tho stu- 
dent should come In the light of bis 
reading to realize that the merit of 
writing was proportioned to ita aim* 
pileltr. directness, good taste and 
sincerity. 

Whatever one's walk In life, whe- 
ther they became men of science or 
engaged in commerce, oi* in work of 
administration, the power of writing 
well would always Increase their ef- 
flciency and contribute to thdr suc- 
cess. Complaint was commonly made 
that, owing to defects In their educa- 
tional System, command of clear and 
pointed language was more narrowly 
distributed in the United Kingdom 
than in other countries, it was 
sometimes alleged that army officers, 
men of science, and snhool-masters 
could not write intelligible Kngllsh. 
Such defects. If true, nilRht be reme- 
died if every student devoted some 
part of hla time to an Intelligent stu- 
dy of great English literature.

Harvard Has Sunday Talks 
Touching^ Matters Medical 

Dr. Yerkes Says Students Wishing Scats Have to Arrive Hour 
Ahead of Time. — Chance for McGill.

Just before his lecture on Satur- 
<lay evening, Dr. Verkes was inter- 
viewed in respect to the now famous 
Sunday afternoon talks on general 
medical subJecU at the Harvard Me- 
dical School. 

Dr. Yerkes stated that this course 
of lectures have now been given for 
several years and have proved very 
successful. Indeed, the demand for 
admittance la so great that one is 
obliged to BO an hour before the lec- 
ture to obtain a seat, and it Is often 
necessary to repeat the lectures. 

Some of the subjects treated arc 
Hygiene (Sanitation, Disinfectants), 
Tuberculosis, Infant Feeding, Hous- 
ing Problems, Prevcrtlve Medicine, 
Mental Diseases, Sociology and Kx- 
perimental Psychology, etc. 

The value of unlveraal under- 
standing of the broad priuciplcs of 
preventive methods against disease 
and Its hand-maiden "under-elUclen- 
cy" is so generally accepted to-day 
that argument In iU support is al- 
most unnecessary. But when one re- 
members that last year close ou to 
100.000 cases were treated In the 
outdoor department alone of tho 
Montreal General Hospital — mosl of 
them preventable — the opportunltv 
for such an educational campaig.-t for 
tho conservation of health ia abund- 
antly manifest. It must be admitted, 
however, that moat of those who be- 
come patients In the outdoor section 



of a public institution are not likely 
to bn the people who seek the un- 
verslty for enlightenment. Still, the 
seed fallen by the wayside and even 
on stony ground sometimes yields 
a light har\'est. 

OUR PRESTIGK. 

McGill Medical School has the 
prestige of nearly a century in front 
rank medical teaching— the acumen 
derived from a recognized authorita- 
tive profeasoriate distinguisned In 
tbe medical art. building and equip- 
ment surpassed by none oi this con- 
tinent — surely McGill possesacs all 
the conditlonH necessary to carry on 
an advanced attack against "the WU 
that human flesh Is heir to" accord- 
ing to the principle that to prevent 
is better than to cure. 

One readily thinks of such profes- 
sors as Dr. Adami, Prof, of Patho- 
logy; Ur. Starkey, Prof, of Hygiene; 
Dr. Thornton, Supervisor of the l)on- 
tal Department; Dr. Tait, I'rof of 
Experimental Psychology; Prof. 
Lloyd, Botany, and Prof. Derrick, Ge- 
netics as being especially fitted to 
help and who must bo in ^ position to 
present facts which arc of the ut- 
most importance to the public in gen- 
eral and students and teachers in 
particular. 

Montreal is a fruitful field for such 
a campaign— -McGllI has the men to 
lead. Docs not the combination 
point to an opportunity fo» service 
to the community?

Exposition of Eugenics 

Poverty. Crime and Vice He Declares Largely Hereditary and He 
Urges That Marriage Should Be Regulated. Not By 
Laws so Much as by Educated Public Opinion. 



I>r YrrUcs' locluro of la^t Saturday 
niKlll was on a subject wliirh intercst- 
«1 a great iunnl">r of ^ludenls and 
citizens nf Montreal. Slnithcona Hall 
was crowded, and the atti-ntlon was 
the beat that could be desired. 

After outlining the hiatory of eu- 
genics. Dr. Yerkes said attention to 
the «ubject was timely, for there was 
evidence of what he called a growing 
social mindcdness — a general Interest 
In social welfare. In the United States, 
In Kng)and, and In Germany the move- 
ment haa been most Interesting and 
mobt practically Important Eugenics 
waa denned aa a study of agencies as! 
means for Improving the nature of 
man. In blatlnctlon to his nurture, Eu-j 
genlcs has to do with whatever pro-: 
inlsf'.H to Impnivi- our inheritances,! 
apart rnuii suiii aBcncica as environ- 
ment. 

iSome ingenious American, s.Tld the 
speaker, bad coined the tenii "Kana- 
Kciilcs," to express the opposite Idea to 
ruBcnlis. Ah with so many of our 
so-called modem movements, eugenics 
has had a long history. I'lato In "The 
Ilrptilillr" expressed a cuRcnic Ide.Tj— 
the race should lUily be perpetuated by 
thoso most ni. Hut little attention was 
paid lo the subject of eugenics from 
this until quite modern times. The 
real origi.i of scientific eugenics Was 
in tlir last century. 

Sir I'rancls Gallon was responsible 
for tho term, Darwin responsible for 
the underlying Idea. In 18«« Gallon 
published a eerlea of articles on his 
subject, followed later by several 
books. But the time was not yet ripe 
for widespread Interest in the subject, 
and only In ISOO did the present unl- 
\oreal interest really evidence Itself. 
TIOKIIS AM) KUGENICH. 

Much interest was taken in the sub- 
ject in Kngland at this lime, owing 
partly <'■> the reverses received In the 
Boer war. In this year Pearson lec- 
tured on "National Life," and touch- 
ed with real biological and aociologtcol 
knowledge on eugenics. 

Galton became popular once more, 
and In hla old age was gratified to 
sen an Inlereat taken In hie work, 
which he still rontlnurrt. The lecturer 
spoke nf blm ns .a prophet who really 
saw his Ideals realized. 

To-day In America, Kngland and 
ficrmany, and Indeed In every pro- 
i-Mssivo nation, the movement Is wide- 
spread. Such publications as the "Eu- 
genic ncview" In ISngland and the 
"Eugenie Record" In America are mak- 
ing the alms of the movement known. 
Eugenlca la not only the outcome of I 
nbKer\-atlon of racial ahortcomlnga, it 
is the result of startling progress In 
our knowledge of heredity- 
There is no doubt the appeal of eu- 
(71 nics has been wide. 

Prof, Verkes chose rather tf> regard 
eugenics n.« an .irt than as n science. 
It aims to <Io soinetlilnfr, lo improve 
Ihe human race not to study its cop- 
ditlnns. As an art eugenics demands 
scientific basis, and these are found 
In tho biol'ifclriil sciences. In genetics, 
in psycholoio', and In socloIoKy. The 
problem to-day for eugenlsts Is l>rleflv 
Ibis: Arp the diseases of society, pov 
prt.v. vice, crime, problems of heredity " 
All thesp are rather pn>l>|em8 of here- 
dity rather than of environment. Pov- 
(iig la heritable though also environ- 
mentally produced aa In crime. Disease 
Is more purely environmental, although 
many diseasea are directly or Indirect- 
ly heritable. The mental dlseaaea are 
ti c se which are reapenalble for the 
majority of social problems, anch dls- 
easas as crime and vielonaness. Here- 
dity ta the most important cause of 
thcM, _

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MENTAL DISEASES. 

The Iccturj.* loucl\cd on syphilis as 
one of tho most Important causes of 
mental disease, fhlllrcn of syiilnlitlr 
parents arc invariably iilh<T m« nially 
or physically inferior. Alc(ili<ili.«Mi and 
drugs maki- an cnornuiu.-' Inlluomc in 
deterioration. 

The importance of p."<yrlioloc:> among 
the ba.-ifs iif euBcnics wn.<i nutitionrd. 
We are dealing in cuBPnic,^ wlih cou- 
rt ious Individuals. We too often dial 
with groups Instead of with the In- 
dividual in our study of social prob- 
lems. iCugctiic procedure demands a 
study the characteristics of the in- 
dividual. • 

Eugenics Is often spoken of under 
two division— negative and positive eu- 
genlcs. Profess'ir Yerkes dwelt first 
upon negative eugj.ilcs, wrongly so- 
called, as ha stated. This bmnch of 
the study deals with reatrlctions aim- 
ed at diminishing tho niunber of un- 
desirable Individuals In society. 

De-aexuallsatlon waa a suggested rr- 
n-edy. But has eoclety the right lo 
enforce such a measure? The lecturer 
by reference to charts hero explained 
how taints .both physlcjil and mental, 
had been found to be transmis.nable. 
This he would rcfc-ard rnlher as a jios- 
Bible remedy than as dcHirable. 

Another re.iicdv was schTcgatiun, 
Men and wonic n who .should not be al- 
lowed lo have chlldrrn can be liousi'd 
in Institutions. This would . ntail an 
immensn expense, but is rensihlc. It 
was pointed oui that the same Idea 
had been p\it into practice In regard 
to lepe.r<«, and In the i|uaranlinlng of 
infectious disease.<^^. Here Trof. Verkes 
mentioned that society, however, made 
no attempt to re.^iiter the most de- 
structlvo and most tnfetsllous of all 
diseases, Indpcd, no newsptiper in his 
t'wn f tale would print iho word syphi- 
lis. Wo must be amply Informed of 
such matters, and this la tho duty ofi 
eugenics. 

ItfOULATION. 

The regulation of marriage haa been 
St tempted In mn.ny countries wiili 
varying success. I,nws of this naluro 
have not tjeen surticientiy le.>rted lo 
judge, but so far seem to be Ineffec- 
tive. Hera the lecturer urged that an 
Informed clergy could most efficiently 
act. 

Vastly more, however, is (o be ex- 
pected from education than from an.\' 
of the«>> othpir restrictive measures. 
Thorough cnllfthlment Is the first es- 
sential. 

Hul in till' liTturer's npiiilon ciui- 
slnictivc work In the most efflcienl 
method of solving social problems. 
This leads to the consideration of posi- 
tive eugenics. Hut the dilTlculty here 
Is tliot In attempting to improve the 
race, there Is no unanimity iis In what 
the perfect type should be. Hut many 
measures tlmf will undoubtedly slaiiil 
for Improvement ?an be mentioned. 
Tln>rp must lie education for marrlaKc 
and parenlhood. the encouragement by 
the state of eulfi iilc marriages, legis- 
lation In the interests of the mentallv 
and physically superior, and Inveoii- 
gbtlnn of the conditions of rnrlnl life. 

The order of Importa nn- In which 
tbe Irctur.T .vould plan- llii' various 
mr-thods of eugenic procedure waa mo.t 
tntereatlng. He would placo lirst re- 
search, next education, nnd Inst of nil 
l>'«risliition. He had little faHh In Ibe 
pfficHcy of laws unless demanded by 
public opinion. I.<eginlat|on fostered by 
the few had Invartably (ailed. 

('RIME. 

Much wnn now being done for eu- 
genirj< in the Held of (myehology. In 
schools and in hospitals vuluahlit work 
Is liPina carried on. The courts havf 
also taken up Ibr MO'-.-'lion of in bow 
far the criminal Is responsible for his 
crimes, and in how far theaa may b>> 
traced to the Influence of heredity. 

Th'! achievements of eugenics, tlip 
iccturer remarked, had been passi'il 
over, but they were numerous and 
vfry real. Program muat neceaaartly 
be slow, and knowledge must b# thor- 
ough. Th.. lecture <vn« brought to a 
close by the lecturer staling that per- 
sonally, as n pugenist, he was opti- 
mistic. He emphasised again tbe ne- 
ctsalty of rcaevch.
